Venires are drawn 
from the tax rolls, he said, and there 
are two sets of tax roll books, one of 
which, comprising taxes on real estate, 
contains practically no tenant farmers. 

In many instances, he declared, ve 
nires are drawn entirely from this par- 
ticular book. 

Town Creditors and Courts. 

He said in many counties justice of 
rhe peace courts are gituated in towns 
eovering districts so located that the 
town creditors of farm tenants have 
undue influence with the court offi- 
cials. 

“In eastern Oklahoma, formerly In- 
dian Territory,” Nagle. said, “about 
two-thirds of the farmers are renterg. 
In western OKlahoma, formerly Okla 
homa Territory, one-third are renters 
and two-thirds owy their land. Total 
renters in Oklahonfa now are 104,000. 
Of 95,000 farmers owning their own 
land, 80 per cent are mortgaged.” 

Nagle described what he said were 
tvpical conditions over the state, as 
shown in Oklahoma county of 
3,000 farmers ne-third of whom were 
renters. Of the 2,000 owning farms, 
deciared s&0 per cent were mort- 
gaged. He did not give the county’s 
name, 

To the system of alleged control by 
commercial interests of small towns, 
Nagle charged. was due the fact that 
so many farms of the county were 
mortgaged. Some of the farmers, he 
said, escaped mortgages by raking 
extra money through side line activi- 
ties in addition to farming. 

Nagle said that mills, elevators and 
other busimess interests in small towns 
helped more or less to exploit farm- 
ers,

Washington, March 18.—-An arrange- 
ment between Great Britain and Ger-
